SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the Citizens of Bethlehem: 
~ In accord with the provisions of the statutes of this state, I 
respectfully submit the following as a report of our schools. 
_ Another year of school work has come and gone, and it be- 
- comes our duty to prepare a report of the same. We are glad 
to be able to say that the educational interests have been as 
good as we could reasonably expect. In most instances we 
think the teachers have labored earnestly and faithfully, and 
this coupled with the interest and application manifested by 
the scholars, has resulted in a good degree of improvement. 
We are sorry to be obliged to say that for different reasons, 
a few of the schools have not enjoyed the degree of harmony 
that we could wish. And right here permit us to say, that we 
consider a right view of the treatment of teachers on the part 
of our people generally to be of great importance to the suc- 
cess of our schools. The entrance of almost any teacher upon 
the duties of a school is in some repects an experiment, and es- 
pecially is this so in the case of a teacher who has had no expe-. 
rience in the work. We consider the position of a teacher ina 
—public school, as one of the most trying which it is possible for 
any one to occupy, and we feel that persons who assume this 
important trust ought to have the sympathy, and the most con- 
_ siderate treatment from every individual who is interested in 
our schools. If we can merit the reputation of being kind and 
considerate in our treatment of teachers, this fact will aid us 
greatly in procuring and retaining the best talent for our 
school work.

We consider good order one of the absolutely necessary — 
characteristics of a good school, and it is our opinion that the — a8 
best methods of discipline should be left largely with the teach- _ 
ers, provided of course that it be thorough and reasonable; — 
and scholars should be made to feel that it is their duty to obey. 
In order that our schools may be most successful, we ie * 
aim to develope in the scholars the power of self-control, and 
to inspire them with habits of obedience. It is notthe amount — 
of knowledge which a pupil seems to come into possession of — 
that determines his success as a scholar, but it is the thorough- — 
ness with which he has learned what he has attempted, espec- — 
ially as regards the fundamental principles of the branches of — 
knowledge taught, which is the important thing. In short the 
aim of our schools should be to prepare the young in every 
particular to go out into society and take their places in it as 
law-abiding and useful members, furnished with the most nec- 
essary elements of knowledze, and so di sciplined asto beable 
to make the best use of what they know, and we shou'd strive — 
to accomplish these results to the fullest extent possible. =
